CINEWORLD is the company 
seeking to build a new multi¬ 
plex cinema in Ely, Ely News 
can reveal. 

Cambridge-based Turnstone 
Estates Ltd has revealed that 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has appointed it as the 
developer for a new £15 million 
Cineworld-anchored leisure 
village on land off Downham 
Road. 

The plan is to build a 47,600 sq 
ft development, to be known as 
Ely Leisure Village, comprising 
a six-screen Cineworld multi¬ 
plex cinema with eight restau¬ 
rants. There will be parking for 
375 cars. 

MookyGreidinger, chief exec¬ 
utive officer of Cineworld 
Group, said: “We are excited 
that we will be offering a new 
entertainment experience as 
part of the Ely Leisure Village 
development, with all of the 
latest technology. 

“We look forward to welcom¬ 
ing the Ely community and 
sharing our passion for film 
with local residents.” 

Turnstone Estates exchanged 
contracts with the council on 
the acquisition of the 6.5 acre 
site in December and 
announced it wanted to devel¬ 
op the land earlier this year,

although what exactly it want¬ 
ed to build has only now been 
revealed. 

The firm hopes to submit a 
planning application this 
spring and details of a public 
exhibition being held prior to 
submitting the plans will be 
announced shortly. 

Work will commence on site, 
if the plans are approved, this 
autumn with the aim of com¬ 
pleting the mammoth develop¬ 
ment just 12 months later. 

The planning application will 
also include a second phase of 
the development, comprising a 
leisure centre, owned by the 
district council, and to be 
delivered separately once 
funding is secured. 

Tim Deacon, a director of 
Turnstone Estates, said: “Ely 
Leisure Village is an exciting 
development that will provide 
much-needed amenities to this 
vibrant city. We are delighted 
to have signed Cineworld, 
which will be our third scheme 
with them.” 

The announcement comes 
just a week after the Cambridge 
Property Group submitted 


plans to develop around 10 
hectares of land adjacent to 
Turnstone’s site. Their propos¬ 
als involve building a new 
supermarket, petrol filling sta¬ 
tion, retail warehousing and a 
pub/restaurant. 

Council leader James Palmer 
said: “A lot of hard work has 
gone into bringing about this 
announcement and we are 
pleased to be working with 
such a renowned developer 
with an excellent track record 
in delivering projects of this 
nature. 

“By attracting such signifi¬ 
cant investment and such 
world renowned brands, East 
Cambridgeshire is showing 
how attractive a place it is to 
come to and do business. 

“Our residents have asked us 
to help bring about new leisure 
activities to the district and 
this announcement shows our 
serious intent to fulfil our 
promises.”

District to save 
cash by cutting 
councillors

PLANS to reduce the number 
of district councillors in East 
Cambridgeshire have moved 
a step closer - but the chang¬ 
es still wouldn’t come into 
force until 2019. 

A special full council meet¬ 
ing was held last week when 
members of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council voted to slash the 
number of councillors from 
39 to 27. 

It is hoped the move will 
save the authority up to 
£50,000 each year in allow¬ 
ances and expenses. 

However, despite receiving 
the backing of the council’s 39 
elected members, the final 
say lies with the Boundary 
Commission, which will 
examine the proposals before 
making its ruling.

That decision is expected in 
late 2015 or 2016 and even if 
the Boundary Commission 
agrees, the proposals would 
not be implemented until 
May 2019. 

At the meeting, the council’s 
chief executive, John Hill, told 
members that the main rea¬ 
son for the proposed reduc¬ 
tion in member numbers was 
to save money. 

As previously reported, 
despite achieving a balanced 
budget this year, the authori¬ 
ty still needs to find savings of 
approximately £3.5 million by 
2018. 

At present, 39 councillors 
cover an electorate of 65,520 
- representing an average 
ratio of 1,680 electors per 


member. 

But there is considerable 
variance between each ward 
- something which Mr Hill 
says the proposed changes 
would address. 

As part of the changes, some 
double-member wards in the 
district, apart from Ely, 
Soham and Littleport, could 
be chopped. 

It isn’t the first time the 
council has submitted pro¬ 
posed changes to the 
Boundary Commission. 

The authority wanted a 
reduction of six councillors to 
33, but the commission 
rejected the plans. 

All councils can request a 
review under the Local 
Democracy, Economic 
Development and 

Construction Act 2009. 


Children’s tuition centre set to open in city 


A PRIVATE tuition centre for 
children looks set to open its 
doors in Ely. 

The first Excelr8 Learning 
centre in Cambridgeshire was 
opened in Hardwick in 2006 
and since then new tuition 
centres have opened in Milton 
and Sawston.

another centre in Ely. 

Bosses at the firm have 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to change the use of the 
offices above Klick 
Photopoint, on Market Place, 
to D1 (private tuition) use. 

The application has been 
submitted to East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council although because 
certain elements of the appli¬ 
cation have not been com¬ 
pleted the change of use has 
not yet been verified. 

Lorraine Brown, the plan¬ 
ning officer dealing with the 
application, said it is likely to 
be verified within the next 
few weeks.

Drug 
dealer 
escapes 
jail term 

A YOUNG man addict¬ 
ed to the illegal party 
drug ketamine was 
found with 10.8g 
stashed under his gear 
stick while driving 
“erratically” in Ely, a 
court heard. 

Anthony Stuart, 22, 
was arrested on April 
13 last year after police 
officers also found 3.5g 
of MDMA and a small 
amount of cannabis 
hidden in his car, as 
well as 3g of ketamine 
in his coat pocket. 

Stuart, of Percy 
Green, Huntingdon, 
pleaded guilty to being 
concerned in the sup¬ 
ply of class A drug 
MDMA and possession 
with intent to supply 
ketamine, but not 
guilty to the supply of 
ketamine. 

He was handed an 
18-month suspended 
prison sentence and a 
three-month suspend¬ 
ed prison sentence to 
run concurrently, 
ordered to complete 
150 hours of unpaid 
work and to pay court 
costs of £300 when he 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 


Anaerobic plan 
sparks concern 


OPPOSITION is mounting 
against plans to build anoth¬ 
er anaerobic digester plant in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Pretoria Energy Ltd, the firm 
run by local farmer Richard 
Lee and which is currently 
building anaerobic digester 
facilities in Chittering, applied 
to Fenland District Council for 
planning permission to build 
another plant around 10 miles 
away last year, but the propos¬ 
als were rejected. 

However, as previously 
reported, the company has 
now submitted a fresh set of 
plans for the development on 
land east of Greys Farm in 
Iretons Way, Chatteris - 
around 500m from Mepal 
Outdoor Centre - which boss¬ 
es insists resolves the previous 
concerns raised. 

But nearby residents are 
concerned and have started to 
lodge objections with East 
Cambridgeshire District

Council. 

Mr and Mrs K Smith, of 
Chatteris Road, Mepal, said: 
“We have grave concerns. The 
traffic from the large machines 
which were used last year to 
move the maize past out prop¬ 
erty was horrendous. 

“They were moving from 
around 5am until 3am the 
next day, running at least 
eight machines in convoy with 
no regard to the noise and 
congestion they were causing. 

“Our roads are very congest¬ 
ed now without more pollut¬ 
ing heavy vehicles running at 
ridiculous times. This is sup¬ 
posed to be a green friendly 
option - for who, we ask our¬ 
selves” 

Mandy Jeckells, of River 
Close, Mepal, said: “I have 
concerns over the noise, the 
extra traffic on an already 


very, very busy road and 
effects on the wildlife in the 
area. This coupled with the 
issues with motocross seems 
Mepal is getting it from all 
directions.” 

The whole aim of the plant is 
to turn maize into renewable 
energy. In a statement to the 
council, the applicants’ agents 
said the tanks would all be 
grey in colour in order to 
“blend into the skyline” and 
that they would “not have a 
detrimental effect upon the 
local landscape”. 

They added: “Some parts of 
the process could potentially 
give rise to odour emissions, 
which would be alleviated 
through the adoption of 
standard best practice meas¬ 
ures. No other pollution issues 
are considered to be of over¬ 
riding concern.”

Criminals pay back £2.3 million of their ill-gotten gains 


CRIMINALS across 

Cambridgeshire have been 
ordered to pay back more than 
£2.3 million of their ill-gotten 
gains during the past 12 
months. 

The force’s Economic Crime 
Unit has secured 111 confisca¬ 


tion orders totalling£2,171,110, 
five cash forfeitures worth a 
total of £106,859 and helped 
seize a further £26,300 from 
drug users and dealers. 

The orders mean victims of 
crime are set to benefit from 
£197,480 through compensa¬ 


tion payouts, while the force 
should receive £449,785. 

Among those ordered to fork 
out was Kevin Hart who was 
ordered to pay £1 million in 
October for his role in a mas¬ 
sive cannabis factory discov¬ 
ered in Haddenham in 2010.

Let’s not create more problems 

IN regards to current debate over the current 
plan for a bypass; let’s ask what is a bypass? 

It’s a method of diverting traffic from areas 
that delay movement by their design. 

For a bypass to work it needs to be cost 
effective, free from future development that 
may be a problem that could require another 
solution, another bypass 20 years from now 
(see Huntingdon - the station flyover has been 
a problem for years and costs a lot to keep 
open). 

As you have reported last week, there are 
other developments being considered on the 
A142 that if the present bypass goes ahead 
would be a major hold up. 

That would be a problem between the station 
all the way to the Witchford roundabout - 
would it not be better to change the design of 
the bypass to remove the problem now 
before it is built and at the same time resolve 
the issues that will be there if current plans are 
included in the future? 

This could be done by taking the bypass along 
the base of Stuntney Hill - this would remove 
a possible problem of movement due to climate 
change and secure the hill then it would be 
able to cross the river and railway without the 
large structure due to the fact that they are 


lower at that point and a truck stop could be 
built at some point to replace the current layby 
and give the same view of Ely. It could then 
join the A10 or continue over to the Witchford 
roundabout. 

I have been looking at the costing of road 
building and I think that this alternative could 
be built if my facts are up to date as in 2003 the 
average cost per klm was 2.13 mill per klm on 
that figure the cost would not be much more

ASB0 beggar is 
back before judge

A BEGGAR breached his ASBO by 
repeatedly targeting a vulnerable 
man on the streets of Ely. 

The two-year order was made to stop 
Paul Green begging and trying to con 
people out of money after being con¬ 
victed in 2011 of a fraud in which he 
told residents his wife was ill and he 
needed to borrow petrol money. 

But the 37-year-old latched onto a 
“good-natured” man with a brain 
injury that made him susceptible to 
conmen - taking a total of £100 off 
him in late 2013 when they crossed 
paths in the city. 

Green was given a £200 fine and a 
six-month prison sentence suspended 
for two years for breaking the two- 
year order and a breach of a suspend¬ 
ed sentence after the judge said send¬ 
ing him to jail would be “counter¬ 
productive”. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown Court, said the 
defendant told the victim he needed 
the money for things like repaying a 
debt to a man with a gun and to buy a 
razor. 

In an impact statement read to the 
court, the victim described himself as

“vulnerable and good-natured” add¬ 
ing he had a brain injury, which com¬ 
bined to make him more trusting. 

He added: “I feel extremely con¬ 
cerned about the next time I see Paul 
and how he may react to me not giving 
him any more money.” 


He said he had fully expected the 
defendant to pay him back at the time. 

Gemma Stokes, mitigating, said 
Green, of Brangehill Lane, Mepal, had 
committed no further offences, 
admitted his guilt early and that his 
use of heroin had reduced. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth, sen¬ 
tencing, said it would be “counter¬ 
productive” to send Green to jail and 
attached supervision and drug reha- 
biltation requirements to he suspend¬ 
ed sentence. 

He said: “You have led a very diffi¬ 
cult life, partly because of mental 
health difficulties, partly because of 
heroin misue. 

“You fall to be sentenced today for 
breach of an ASBO, which is no longer 
in place, which prohibited you from 
begging, and it’s clear that you tar¬ 
geted a vulnerable gentleman and 
extracted £100 from him during the 
late part of 2013. 

“You are also in breach of a suspend¬ 
ed sentence which was passed in May 
2013.” 

He added: “Whilst you deserve to be 
punished further I’m determined to 
do so in a way that both protects the 
public from you and protects the level 
of assistance that you have been 
receiving.”

Duo’s charity walk is a success 


A BURGLAR who was on disability 
living allowance asked a judge to 
let him stay in jail so he could fin¬ 
ish his training as a fitness 
instructor. 

Andrew McKintosh, 45, who 
started the fitness course while in 
prison on remand, and his brother- 
in-law Mark Walker, 47, targeted 
their neighbour’s home in Calfe 
Fen Close, Soham, on January 29. 

McKintosh’s own barrister High 
Vass accepted during sentencing 
at Cambridge Crown Court that 
the circumstances were “bizarre”, 
in that his client previously main¬ 
tained he was unfit to work after 
being shot in the leg and “yet he 
now appears to be pursuing a 
career in the gym”. 

Mr Vass said his client has already 
achieved a level one certificate as a 
fitness instructor after being one 
of just 12 prisoners selected to do 
the course. He added: “He has 
been told that if he remains in cus¬ 
tody he will be able to take the next 
level of his training.” 

When Mr Vass asked the judge to

impose an immediate jail sen¬ 
tence, when a pre-sentence report 
recommended a suspended sen¬ 
tence, Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
said it is “an offer I can’t refuse”. 

McKintosh, who has 29 previous 
convictions, was jailed for a year. 
Walker, who has 25 previous con¬ 
victions, was given a six-month 
prison sentence suspended for two 
years with a three-month curfew. 

The pair stole items including an 
iPad, camera, pills, aftershave and 
alcohol when they noticed their 
neighbour had left their door open 
in the middle of the day. 

Judge Hawkesworth added: “You 
both got drunk together and then 
for no conceivable reason whatso¬ 
ever, behaving like drunken teen¬ 
agers, you entered someone else’s 
property, and stole relatively valu¬ 
able items from it. And it was par¬ 
ticularly unpleasant in your case 
Mr Walker because you knew the 
victim.”

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The house at 
the bottom 
of the garden 


D OWN by the river in Ely, a 
short and unassuming lane 
runs between a pair of peri¬ 
od buildings. Sandwiched 
betwixt the famed Peacocks 
Tearoom (to the left) and contempo¬ 
rary art gallery Babylon (to the 
right), you’d be forgiven for walking 
straight past, with not so much as a 
sideways glance. 

But a smart new brickwork path 
now invites you to turn off the beat¬ 
en track and along the little lane. As 
soon as you round the corner, you 
can see what the pathway leads to: a 
striking new-build, with cylindrical 
tower, black and tan bricks and egg- 
yolk-yellow windows. 

This is the home of George and 
Rachel Peacock, owners of the afore¬ 
mentioned tea house. 

They lived alongside their ever- 
expanding business until last year, 
when it took over their Georgian 
home completely: in 10 years, it has 
grown from a single room and galley 
kitchen to cover the entire ground 


Pushed out of their period home by their 
burgeoning tearoom business, George and 
Rachel Peacock decided to build a new 
house - at the bottom of their garden. ALICE

floor; upstairs is now a chic B&B. 

“When we started I’d never baked a 
cake in my life. Not even a scone. So 
there were a few tears while I learned 
how to do it,” laughs Rachel. Her 
skills are now renowned: Peacocks 
has won more awards than you can 
throw a crumpet at (homemade, 
obviously) and Guardian food critic 
Hardeep Singh Kohli declared it the 
site of “the most delicious quiche I 
have ever tasted”. That’s praise. 

Before starting the tearoom, Rachel 




was an antiques dealer and George a 
solicitor; both ready for a change, 
and with their children fast flying 
the nest, they decided a home busi¬ 
ness was the answer. 

“We were driving back from drop¬ 
ping George’s middle daughter at 
university,” recalls Rachel. “By the 
time we arrived home, the whole 
thing was planned out. 

“After 10 years, we were being 
pushed out of the house by the tea¬ 
room. Plus George had always want¬ 
ed to build on this plot, because it 
backs right on to the river: it’s in 
such a lovely position,” continues 
Rachel. 

So, as with the tearoom a decade 
earlier, they followed their (some 
might say maverick) instincts and 
took the plunge. 

The result is, from the outside, a 
thoroughly modern affair: just take 
those metal Danish windows, in 
their sunshine-yellow shade. But 
there are also nice nods to the geog¬ 
raphy and history of the town the 
Peacocks call home. 

The brickwork is interspersed with 


C. wiBUi iH'!;.- 
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panels of both local flint and 
carrstone, the distinctive orange 
sandstone which, known affection¬ 
ately as ‘gingerbread’, is quarried in 
Snettisham and synonymous with 
our corner of the country. 

Even the runs of black engineering 
bricks channel what one planner 
dubbed ‘a warehouse ethic’; they’re 
a familiar presence in local work-a- 
day buildings (you’ll even find them 
in the old sheds out in the Peacocks’ 
garden). 

Step inside the house, though, and 
it’s got a distinctly period feel: 
antiques sit against a backdrop of 
William Morris wallpaper and clas¬ 
sic Farrow & Ball emulsion. The con¬ 
trast between new and old is marked, 
yet somehow seamless. 

“We did toy with the idea of build¬ 
ing a ‘new old house’; doing it in a 
period style,” admits George. “But, 
like everything we do, it evolved 
along the way... And we couldn’t be 
more pleased with the end result. 

“The main thing is that it makes 
the very most of the location: this 
house is all about the position; all 
about the river. We wake up in the 
morning to the sound of blades cut¬ 
ting through the water. What could 
be lovelier?” 

The Cambridge Light Blues train 
daily at dawn on this precise stretch 
of the Ouse. Perched on their bed¬ 
room balcony, the Peacocks have a 
ringside seat. 

George bought the land, part of an 
old brewhouse and makings site, 
‘years and years and years ago’ from 
a friend; the extant buildings date 
from the 18th century. 

The footprint of the house is rough¬ 
ly square, sitting on the riverbank 
next to a former warehouse - now 
the Babylon - at the very bottom of 
what was the tearoom’s garden. 

There is still plenty of gar¬ 
den left, mind: along with 
the aged stone sheds, it 
accommodates a remarka¬ 
bly unspoiled shepherd’s 
hut, complete with under¬ 
bed cubbyhole for nursing 
sickly lambs. Unbelievably, 
it was an eBay buy. 

Planning for the house 
began in 2011, permission 
granted in 2012 and build¬ 
ing work completed last 



summer. The Peacocks collaborated 
with Freeman Brear, the Ely archi¬ 
tects, on the design. And it was very 
much a collaboration: many of the 
property’s stand-out features were 
conceived by either George or Rachel 
themselves. 

The tower - which spans all three 
storeys of the house, encasing the 
staircase - was inspired by a similar 
edifice on Ely’s Broad Street, which 
George has long admired. Every win¬ 
dow frame meets the internal walls 
with a smooth curve, rather than a 
right-angled corner; another ingen¬ 
ious move by George, designed to 
funnel in more daylight - also the 
reason behind the multi-aspect win¬ 
dows in the master bedroom. 

“One thing we really couldn’t 
decide on was the location of the 
bathroom: I think it was planned 
into every corner of the first floor at 
different times,” muses George. 
“Honestly, I think we were a night¬ 
mare for the architects. An absolute 
nightmare. I’m just glad we didn’t 
have the Grand Designs team looking 
over our shoulders with a camera... 

“But you want to get it right. And

to give it character. That’s 
part of the pleasure of 
building a house from 
scratch: you can really 
make it your own.” 

Constructed by Salmons 
Bros, another Ely firm 
(which, rather sweetly, 
started life in one of the 
sheds in this very garden), 
the new-build has charac¬ 
ter aplenty. 

Reclaimed objects - like 
a pair of aged oak pillars, 
and the carved lions 
which were probably pew 
ends in their day - have 
been built into the fabric 
of the house, plus it’s 
been decorated with 
George and Rachel’s sig¬ 
nature aplomb. | 

The ground floor avoids 
that cold and echoey feeling which 
so often comes hand-in-glove with 
an open-plan layout, thanks to warm 
colours (the aubergine kitchen cabi¬ 
nets, the red fridge, the russet- 
striped sofa), plentiful patterns (the 
sitting room area is papered in 
William Morris’s Willow) and a joy¬ 
fully eclectic array of furniture (a 
worn and wonky butcher’s block, a 
1960s Covent Garden market trolley, 
a leggy Tudor cabinet which Rachel’s 
mother - while a dancer with the 


esteemed Ballet Rambert - bought 
on tour and transported home in the 
scenery skip). 

George and Rachel’s shared sense 
of fun pervades the whole place. In 
other less-interesting houses, the 
downstairs-loo-come-utility-room 
would likely be emulsioned in 
Magnolia and otherwise ignored; 
chez Peacock, it’s decorated on a 
theatrical theme - the walls are cov¬ 
ered in Fornasetti’s Teatro paper, 


and the appliances are curtained 
off with swathes of red velvet. 
Doing the laundry has never looked 
so good. 

Up the wooden hill to the first 
floor and the master bedroom and 
bathroom are equally full of charm 
and surprises. 

“We went to see the film Quartet 
and I loved Maggie Smith’s bed, so I 
scoured the internet until I found 
one like it,” says Rachel, who 
unearths most of her antique gems 
at markets and online. 

The centrepiece of the bathroom, 
which is papered with a deep green 
ivy print, is a roll-top bath - enam¬ 
elled in the same eggy shade as the 


windows. “We’d had it forever and it 
needed re-enamelling,” explains 
George. 

“We asked if they could do any¬ 
thing other than white - we both like 
yellow, as you’ve probably guessed. 
The people who did it were worried it 
was so bright, and offered to redo it 
in white free of charge if we didn’t 
like it. But we do ...” 

The top floor of the house contains 
guest accommodation, including the 
prettiest bedroom and a bathroom 
with a skylight view of the cathedral. 
If you want the full panorama, you 
can shimmy up a pull-down stair¬ 
case and out onto a flat roof. 

As part of the planning application, 


George, in his own inimitable style, 
penned a ditty: a riff on the classic 
nursery rhyme, it was titled ‘This is 
the house that George wants’. 

Securing permission for the new- 
build was far from hurdle-free, and, 
being right on the river, setting the 
foundations in the claggy clay took 
two months alone; the build was 
complete within nine months. 

“Because we were living just next 
door, we popped in every day to see 
how things were coming along,” 
remembers Rachel. 

“The builders were lovely and 
didn’t mind us sticking our heads in, 
thank goodness. There was one day 
when I walked into the ground floor 
and thought ‘Oh no! What have we 
done!’ - it just seemed so cold and 
empty. 

“But the minute we moved in - and 
moved our things in - it felt like 
home. One of my favourite spots is 
the butcher’s block: I like to sit there 
with a cup of coffee, right in the mid¬ 
dle of everything, and take it in.” 

“But it’s like George says: this house 
is really all about the position,” 
Rachel concludes. 

“Waking to the sight of the sun ris¬ 
ing over the river - that’s really 
something special.”

A TRUST which is in charge of 
more than 20 academy schools in 
the UK is a step closer to adding 
two more to its portfolio. 

The Greenwood Dale Foundation 
Trust has been chosen as the pre¬ 
ferred sponsor for two new schools 
which will be built in Littleport. 

The decision has been made by 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet but it will be the Secretary 
of State for Education who has the 
final say. 

Plans to build the new schools in

the village have been in the pipe¬ 
line for years but have gathered 
pace recently. 

Three organisations applied to 
the council to run the new schools 
- the Active Learning Trust, which 
will be running the new primary 
schoolinNorthEly-the Greenwood 
Dale Foundation Trust and the 
Lilac Sky Academy. 

Cabinet was being recommended 


to choose the Greenwood Dale 
Foundation Trust, which is cur¬ 
rently in charge of 23 academy 
schools. 

In a report to members, Cllr David 
Harty, cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion and learning, said the trust 
was particularly strong as it “dem¬ 
onstrated the greatest experience 
of improving outcomes for ‘educa¬ 
tion, skills and training’ in areas of 
high deprivation”. 

As previously reported, the 
schools - both due to open in 


September 2016 - will be co-locat- 
ed on land near Littleport Leisure 
Centre. 

The secondary school will cater 
initially for 600 pupils aged from 11 
to 16, with the potential for future 
expansion up to 750 pupils. The 
special school will cater for 110 
pupils aged from 2 to 19 with com¬ 
plex special educational needs. 

A spokeswoman for the trust said 
she was unable to comment until 
the Secretary of State for Education 
had made their decision.

ITS almost exactly a year since Cambridge Junction- 
based performance company, 30 Bird, staged Domestic 
Labour - A Study In Love at the venue’s SAMPLED 
Festival. 

Unfinished and still in development at the time, this 
week the team - who put on brilliantly unique pieces 
of drama, art, dance and film, and support young, 
innovative talent while they're at it - return with the 
complete article. 

Investing in a scrapyard's worth of household 
appliances (bicycles, hoovers and whisks) for props, 
the piece has been imagined by visual artist Chris 
Dobrowolski, and written by Mehrdad Seyf. 

And it's basically a love story; touching on war, 
bicycles and, urn, the withdrawal method, questioning 
feminism and equality as it goes. 

Moments from European and Iranian history (East 
meets West) meld with a husband and wife wrangling 
over who's going to do the washing up. 

The original inspiration for the piece came from Susan 
B Anthony, the American Civil Rights leader, who, 
in 1896 said: "I think [the bicycle] has done more to 
emancipate women than any one thing in the world... 

It gives her a feeling of self-reliance and independence 
the moment she takes her seat; and away she goes, the 
picture of untrammelled womanhood.” 

It sounds a bit heavy going but in fact promises 
surrealism, fun and bizarre 'kinetic installations' - put 
simply: dancing wheels, hoover scooters, and military 
kit made from whisks. The idea is these ordinary 
domestic objects will be transformed into mechanical 
artworks. 

There will be a post-show talk with writer Seyf and Dr 
Lucy Delap of King's College London whose research 
helped inspire the show.

There's a Fox 
in the garden 


At the end of a hard day’s filming, Silent Witness star 
Emilia Fox likes nothing better than to venture into 
her oasis of calm, with its walls of lavender, pretty 
clematis and fragrant roses. 

The south-facing garden, which complements 
her elegant Victorian home in west London, was 
lovingly created with the help 
of her garden designer pal, Sue 
Gernaey. Emilia says that if she 
could change her own career, 
she would become a gardener. 

"I'm constantly begging if 
I can come and work for her 
(Sue), so I can give everything 
up and become a gardener," 
says Emilia, the daughter of 
actors Joanna David and Edward 
Fox. 

The garden has been a labour 
of love for the 39-year-old 
actress, who is the face of B&Q's 
new campaign to replace all polystyrene packaging 
in its range of bedding plants and use non-peat 
compost. 

"When I first moved in, the garden was full of 
rocks and stones and lots of odd protruding wood, 
but it had a lovely, huge bay tree and I'd always 
dreamed of having my own proper English country 
cottage garden. I've always found cottage gardens 


very romantic and I'm probably a bit of an old 
romantic. 

"So, we took the whole thing out and started from 
scratch. It's the most rewarding thing I've ever done. 

"I'm a trial-and-error gardener so I always knew 
that the best thing to do would be to put in the 

things that would come up each 
year. Sue laughed at me because 
when it came to bulb planting 
time she asked how many I 
wanted to order and I just said, 
cram it full, and they're all coming 
up now - all the tulips. It's like a 
floral revolution out there. There 
are pinks, whites, and almost 
black tulips." 

These include T. 'Mondial', 
'Angelique', 'Queen of Night', 
'Spring Green', 'Burgundy' and 
'Albion Star'. She also has plenty 
of muscari and Allium 'Purple 

Sensation'. 

"I also wanted there to be a lot of roses because 
when I moved in I was having my little girl, who is 
called Rose. So, where you sit outside to eat, there 
are a lot of roses. There's also a wall of lavender by 
the table, leading on to a traditional lawn which 
is curved at the top and then surrounded by beds 
of roses, clematis and herbs, passion flowers and

myrtle, all the things that make it smell delicious in 
summer. 

"My favourite plant is the Natasha Richardson 
rose, a beautiful light pink rose with an old- 
fashioned scent. My sister got it for me in memory 
of Natasha [who died in a skiing accident in 2009] 
and it's just outside the back door underneath the 
lavender wall." 

Emilia also wanted to try and replicate some of the 
sensory elements of gardens she'd experienced when 
living in the US. 

"When I lived in Los Angeles, everywhere you 
went there were delicious smells at night. I knew 
I couldn't recreate the same thing but I wanted a 
similar feeling of every sense being stimulated when 
you go out into the garden.” 

This clear passion for gardening comes from her 
mother, she explains. 

"My mum has incredibly green fingers. My 


childhood memories are of hyacinths and 
paperwhites up the stairs, while the table was always 
full of wild flowers and sweet peas. Now, I buy a 
ridiculous amount of flowers and put them outside 
as well, so what you look out to at the moment is 
lots of beautiful burgundy ranunculas and tulips and 
tuberosas in those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"I've always felt that wherever you go, if you've 
got flowers it will feel like home." 

Despite a busy acting career, Emilia tries to spend 
as much "therapeutic" time in the garden as she 
can. 

"It's probably one of the most rewarding things, 
because you get to see the results." 

She is supporting the B&Q Teabag Technologys in 
those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"It's key that we care about the environment as 
much as we care about how beautiful our gardens 
are," she urges.
